DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the references of 
record, either alone, or in combination, do not teach or suggest at least the limitations of: 
Regarding claim 1, the setting described in the claim with a bypass controller operable to cause 
continuous actuation of first and second indicators when the first and second switches are in the 
closed position, respectively; and cause intermittent actuation of the second indicator during at 
least a portion of the transition sequence. Claims 2-9 depend on claim 1 . Regarding claim 10, 
having three different visible configurations of a plurality of indicators when the arrangement is 
in the three different operating states. Claims 11-16 depend on claim 10.
